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PREFACE 


The work ol press-listing, which was suspended in 1918, has been 
resumed on the special rcconiincndation of the Committee on Archival 
Le^slation appointed by the Government of India. The present volume 
is in continuation of an earlier one in the series (1763-75), whicii was 
published in 1918. In compiling the present list, which has l 5 ecn termed 
us descriptive list, some changes have been made in the iorni and in the 
contents. Firstly, the old tabular form of listing has been given up and 
in its place run-on form has been introduced to effect cconom> in space. 
The size of the publication has also been reduced. The reference to each 
document is given on the right hand side of the description thereof. 
The date of a letter, minute etc. and also the place froiii where 
a particular document emanated have been mentioned at the 
beginning of each entry. Exceptions as regards place names ha\e been 
made only in eases where the letters have been issued Irom the Suprcm.e 
Council at Fort William. Nothing besides the dates of the documents his 
been mentioned there. One improvement has been made in the present 
list. The nature of the document, whether it is an autograph letter or 
a minute etc., has been indicated immediately after its description, llic 
autograph letters are mentioned as A.L.S. (autograph fetter sig-icd). 
Minutes, rcsolulion'i etc. liave been mentioned as such. In the eases of 
letters i^sucd by the Board, since these were invariably draft copies of such 
letters, nothing has been mentioned. The length of each document in 
pages has also lieeii mentioned along with the nature ol the document 
in each ease. For the convenience of the scholars the enclosures lo a 
particular documenl have been entered immediately after the main docu- 
ment, though in the proceedings volumes these have in most cases Ixen 
recorded at the end of a particular day’s con'^ultations. 

Someihiiig need be said here regarding tiie compilation of the desciip- 
live list. In most cases the documents contained information on more 
than one particular aspect. Tn such eases these have been explained with 
the hefp of scmi-coloiis. Tn recording the names of various j'lcr^on^, their 
military ranks and/or ollicial designations have been mentioned only once 
at the very beginning and not re|vatcd subsequently in the list. For 
example. Rear Admiral Edward Hughes (Commander-in-Chicf of His 
Majesty s Naval Forces in India), Warren Hastings (Governor General of 
Bengal) have been so mentioned only where their names occur first. 
Tn the subsequent entries thev have been simply mentioned as F. Hughes 
and W. Hastings. Tlie same principle has also been followed in indenti- 
fying less known names. Tn the Index, which is mainly an index of 
personal and place nSmes, full name and designation etc. of each person, 
wherever possible, have been given. In transliterating as well as in indenti- 
fication of Indian place names the Intperhl Gazetteer of India and Index 
to the Foreign and Political Department Records, Vot. I (1756 — 80) hove 
been mainly followed. 

It is hoped that this Descriptive Ijst will prove useful to the seholars, 
as it will give them an idea not only about the contents of the documents 
but also atx)iit their nature and length. Being in experimental stage we 
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are not unaware of the shortcomings of the present volume, but we hope 
the subsequent volumes will be free from them. 

I express my thanks to the members of the Publication (2) Branch 
for the assistance rendered by them in compiling the list and seeing it 
through the press.

INTRODUCTION 


This volume contains a list of Secret Department records of the Fort 
William Board for 1776-80. Although the Secret Department as a 
distinctly organized branch of the Board's administration was created as 
talc as on 23 September 1783, ’ yet nearly twenty years bolorc that date, 
on 8 December 1763, the minutes, consultations and letters on military 
and political transactions were physically separated from tlie commereiai 
and administrative records of the Public Deparlmjnt. - I'hese scpaj-iielv 
kepi records constitute the series in question. 

The period covered by the list was characterised by certain elements 
of cruciality. Warren Hastings, the Governor General. fjc:d bullets o; 
diplomatic and military crises with inadequate finances, questionable control 
over the subordinate presidencies and constitutional inability to override 
A hostile council. Despite these adverse circumslancc';. the period saw 
tile beginnings of British supremacy in India. War with the Marathas. 
hostile c mbination of the Marathas. Mysore and the Ni/am. Haidar All’s 
attack on the Carnatic sparking off the second AnglcvMysorc War. pro- 
blems of the Carnatic and Tanjorc, maladministration at Madras, inimical 
shadow cast by the French in the wake of the American War of Indepen- 
dence, aggravation of the plight of the Nawab of Oudh and coni rove .sies 
regarding "the Nizanuit of Bengal were among the highlights of the time.

Hastings and the Council 

Hastings’ initial problem, however, was his council. Pliilip Francis 
along Wth Lieutenant General John Clavering and Colonel George Monson 
formed a majority. The Governor General had a single faithful supporter 
in Richard Barwell. The majority were bent upon thwarting almost 
everything proposed by Hasting. During 1774-76, Hastings felt abso- 
lutely crippled in exercising his power as Governor General.* Francis 
and his partisans innuenced the Court of Directors to replace Nathaniel 
Middleton by John Bristow as Resident at the Court of the Nawab of 
Oudh. The majority, further, appointed Muhammad Riza Khan as Wiih 
Nazim of Bengal. They deprived Miinni Bcgam of all authority over the 
Nizdnuit. AH these were done contrary to the wishes of Hastings. In 
Maith 1776 Hastings got so disgusted that he contemplated resignation 
and retirement. But the death of Colonel Monson on 26 September 1776 
helped him to recover his control over the administration as he was able 
to tip the balance by the exercise of his casting vote. He was quick to 
hit back. Middleton replaced Brisow^. Thomas Graham was af^inted 
Resident at Benares as Francis Fowke, a nominee of the majority, was 
removed from that ofBce.*

Nizamat of Bengal 

Hastings could not bring about a lasting change in the Nizamat of 
Bengal. He did not even initiate die changes that took place merely to 
die out. Ihcy came in the wake of a representation trom Nawab 
Miiburak-ud-Daiilah. Jn February I77X, the Nawab. on attainment of 
majority, intended to assume full powers of the Nizamat. He also request- 
.d lor iMuhanimad Riza Khan’s dismissal'.'^ Fhc question came up lor 
iliseussion in the Board on 2 March 1778. Francis and Fdward Wheicr, 
as they commanded a majority because of BarwcH’s absence, forced the 
Board to resolve that the proposal be referred to the Court of Directors 
for decision." On 5 March, when Barwell attended the Board’s meeting 
Hastings r*iiscd the question for reconsideration.^ I'rancis pointed 
out that the Nawab in his letter of 17 November 1777 h:»d himsell 
requested to entrust Munni Begam with the entire charge of the Nizamat.^ 
It was, according to Francis, an admission of incompetence on the pait 
of Mubarak-ud-Daulah. Finully, on 5 March, the Board decided in 
favour of the Nawab’s representation, not by argument but bv the Govemm* 
General’s casting vote.'" 

Mubarak-ud“Daulah‘s assumption of authority was tollovsed by changes 
in the personnel of the Nizamat. Muhammad Riza Khan was dismisscii. 
Sadrul Haq Klian was appointed as Naib Nazim and Raja Guriidas as 
Diwan. The allowances of Munni Begam and Babbit Begam were raised’ ^ 
But llie arrangement was shortlived. The Nawab's incompetence and 
Munni Begam's love of power led to constant interference with the duties 
of the new tWaih Nazim and deadlocked the administnstion. Hastings 
dceplv resented the state of affairs. He asked both the Nawab and 
Munni Begam to refrain from obslniciing the execution of Sailrul Hatj 
Klnin's oniciul business. Before the system could settle ilown. il Wiis 
scrapped altogether by the Court of Directors. In spite of Miibarak-ud- 
Daulah’s protests .Vruhaminad Riza Khan was placed again at the helm of 
affairs of the NizxmuU of Bengal. ’*•’ 


IV 

The Problems of Dudh 

Oudh ran into a series of crises following the accession Asaf-ud- 
Daulah. A new treaty with the Company compelled the Nawab Vazir to 
cede Benares, pay off the balance of subsidy left unpaid by his father and 
to make a payment of Rs. 2,60.000 per metusem to the Company’*. He

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was hardly in a position to discharge these financial obligations. His 
father’s treasure was left with his mother (Bahu Begam) and grandmother 
(Sa^-«n-Nisa Begam). He had to secure money from his mother for 
payiflig the Company’s subsidy. His recurrent demands compelled Bahu Begam 
to come to a settlement in October 1775. According to its terms Bahu 
Begam was required to pay 30 lakhs of rupees to her son^^ This, however, 
did not stop the bickerings between the mother and the son. J'he Board 
oifered Bahu Begam a place of retreat in the Company s province after the 
settlement of her affairs with the Nawab Vazir’ *. 

Troubles were also brewing in Oudh owing to changes in its civil and 
military administration. The arrogance of Murtaza Khan to whom the 
Nawab Vazir entrusted the entire internal administration ol the kingdom 
caused widespread discontentment among the Oudh nobility and impelled 
some nobles to join Mirza Najaf Khan*<\ Almost similar was the effect 
of the Board's decision of subjecting the Oudh soldiery to the command of 
the British olViccrs. Its avowed purpose was to secure peace within, repel 
attacks from outside and undo the deadly financial perils of the Suhu''. 
But a number of army oHiecrs ol Oudh failed to reconcile themselves wilii 
loss of command over tlicir soldiers and subjection to the * iipcrimposed 
British officers. The change, lurlher, forced some of the influential senior 
militaiymcn of Oudh to quit the Nawab Vtizir's service. Among others. 
Anup.Giri Gosain and Major A.L.H. Policr had to leave Oudh and were 
(luickly drawn into the ranks of Mirza Najaf Khan, who was preparing to 
storm the Jat stronghold at Dig. 

Bill the situation iiad something more serious to spell. A secret plot 
ivas hatched by Mirza Saadat Ali Khan, the Nawab Vazir's i>rothcr. The 
former’s aim of destroying the regime was foiled by the plotters who 
a«isassinated Murtaza Khan in thoughtless h:Lstc'\ The assassin was put 
lo death by the Nawab Vazir^**. Saadat Ali chcapcd and placed himself 
under Najaf Khan’s protection. Asaf-ud-Daiilah was disposed to forgive 
his brother and agreed to pay an annua! allowance of one lakh of rupees 
if the latter consented to have residence at Fyzabad or anv place in the 
Company's province-®. The Board agreed to provide Saadat Ali Khan 
with :i place of residence anywhere in Bengal except Murshidabad and 
Calcutta, but held that the amount of allowance promised was inadequate-^ 
Najaf Khan’s protection as well as mutiny and desertions in the Oudh army 
encouraged Saadat Ali to maintain his rebellious attitude--. The Board 
continued to i^ersuade Mirza Najaf to prevail iqwn Saadat Ali so that a 
rapprochement between the brothers could be effected-*'. While Clavering 
contended that Najafs non-compliance with the Board's repeated request

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amounted to defiance of the same,-"* Bristow pointed out that the Mirza 
was impelled by his enmity towards the Nawab Vazir to behave in the way he 
did*®. Saadat Ali’s attempt to capture Bayana was foiled by military 
defeat. Losing all hopes of Najaf Khan’s support he gave up resistance 
and agreed to a settlement with his brother-^*. 

Before the Nawab Vazir could extricate himself from the troubles with 
Saadat Ali Khan, his troops in the Doiib mutinied and demanded immediate 
payment of the arrears of their salary-^. The British troops were called 
in to quell the revolt. While the Assistance broke down, it gave Hustings 
an opportunity of putting forward a new defence scheme for Oudh,** An 
entire brigade with Lieutenant Colonel Mathew Leslie as its commanding 
officer was transferred to the Company’s supervision. Lieutenant Colonel 
Alexander Hannay was authorised to collect revenue from the districts of 
Oudb assigned for its majntenance-®. The new plan spelt a disaster for 
Oudh. '^c assigned districts did not yield revenue enough for maintenance 
of the brigade. But what it yielded was unbearable for the peasantry of 
that famished and drought-afTected Suba^^, 'Fhe Nawab Vazir asked for 
dismissal of the brigade. The Governor General, however, held that with- 
out the brigade Oudh would be exposed to the attacks of the Maralhas**. 
He sui^ested retrenchment of Nawab Vazir s expenses. ITie Board refused 
lo remit arrears of the Nawab Vazir's obligations to the Company. Oudh's 
finances, consequently, continued to stagger. An overstressed need for 
sceiirily, ironically enough, broke asunder its already enfeebled finances. 
It was worsted by a scheme that originafly promised impnwement. 

V 

Tlic Maratha War 


Contending claims to the Peshwa.sfajp caused a seven-year-war between 
the Maralhas and the Company. It exposed at once the chronic tendency 
or disunion among the Marathas and the grave shortcoming of the ill- 
defined inter-presidency relations in the Company's government in India. 

Tlic war had its origin in a murder. Raghunathrao alias Ragboba 
usurped the Peshwaship in 1773 by assassinating Narayanrao. But Nana 
Phadnavis and Sakharam Bapu (Sakharam Bhagwant Bokil). the notables of 
Pixma, set on the throne the infant Madhavrao Narayan, Narayanrao’s 
)X)«thumous son. Raghoha defeated the army of the regents. Instead of 
attuking Poona he went to Gujarat to seek the assistance of Fatchsingb 
Gtilkwar. Holkar and Sindhia lined up with him. Nana Phadnavis, how- 
ever, resorted to intrigues and induced a rift in the alliance. Holkaf and 
Sindhia deserted Raghunathrao's cause.

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Kaghunathrao looked to the Bombay Government for as^stance. Accord- 
ing to a treaty signed at Surat on 6 March 1775, the Bombay 
Government agreed to assist Raghunathrao ii the latter, in return, ceded 
the island of Salsette and the port of Basscin to them and made an annual 
payment of 37 lakhs of rupees"-. 

I’lie treaty of Surat was constitutionallY questionable. Fhc Regulating 
Act of 1773 had placed the subordinate presidencies under the supcrinlen- 
denee of the Supreme Government in matters of ‘concluding treaties, apply- 
ing revenues and levying and employing Forces.' The treaty, accordingly 
required authori/ation by the I'ort William Board. The sum of 37 lakhs 
(}»■ rupees which Raghunathrao agreed to pa\ was payable to the Company 
and not to its Bombay Presidency. 

Meanwhile the Bombay Ciovernment had ordered Colonel rhomas Keat- 
ing to lake lield against the Poona Darbar. Keating defeated the Poona army 
at /\!Tas and Falehsingh Ciaikwar joined forces with hinr*"’. At this point the 
F"ori William Board intervened. Tlicy declared the treaty of Surat null 
and void. A treaty w^as concluded with the Poona Darbar. By the treaty 
o; Purandhar (I March 1776) the Briti.'h troops withdrew from the field. 
The Company gave up all the territory owned by the Marathas except 
Salsette. Madliavrao Narayan was recognised as the Peshwa. Raghunath- 
rao had to renounce his claims to the Peshwaship. The Poona Darbar 
promised to pay him 3 lakhs of rupees annually if he agreed to live a', any 
place bcyonii llie Godavari river. The Darbar promised to pav an annual sub- 
sidy of 12 lakhs of rupees to the Company as well as the revenue of the 
Broach District’**. But the treaty was inefTcitive. The Bombay Government 
continued to adhere to the stipulations of the treaty of Surat. They were at 
c^t?S'> purposes with the Board and the Poona Darbar in affording shelter 
to Raghunathrao’*^. Another upsetting surprise was in store for the Bowd. 
The Court of Directors abrogated the treaty of Purandhar and recogniasd 
that of Surat"**. 

The P<H>iia Darbar was no solid rock of political authority and its 
inner conflicts eanic to surface at this moment of crisis. Moroba Phadnavis. 
Nana’s cousin and Sakharam Bapu were secretly conspiring in Raghunath- 
rao’s favour. Holkar joined this clique. They appealctl to the Bombay 
Ciovcmment for help. The Bombay Onincil strongly recommended their 
case to the Fort William Bt^ard"**^. 

Hastings worked on perhaps a false alarm. The Board had been sus- 
pecting Nana Phadnavis of pro-French inefinations. It was deepened by 
the report of arrival at Poona of Chevalier dc St. Lubin"-'*. His presence 
at Poona forced a change in attitude of the Fort William Board. Tliey 
recognised Raghunathrao’s title under the treaty of Surat.

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Nana Phadnavis was prompt to overcome the opposition at Poona. 
Holkar was bribed off. Morooa Phadnavis was killed in engagement and 
Sakhuram Bapu was taken prisoner. The Bombay Government declared 
war upon the Poona Darbar. The Bombay troops commanded by Colonel 
Charles Egerton were routed by a Maratha cavalry charge. The Bengal Army 
took the field with the most spectacular of the campaigns of the eighteenth 
century Anglo-Indian History. Colonel Thomas Goddard took the command 
and marched across North India to strike at the heart of the Maratha 
power’’* Ahmadabad fell to him’**. Holkar and Sindhia retreated to the 
Narbada river. General Curnae routed Sindbia's troops by a night attack. 
Major William Popham captured the f<»rt of Gwalior". 

In 1780 the Board received the rep^nls of an alliance between the 
Marathus. Mysore and the Nizam and their plan ol concerted attacks on 
Calcutta, Bombay and Madras^-, fhese ilid not. however, materialise.

Haidar All 

'fhe beginning of another major inilitarv crisis came in the of 

Haidar All's attack on the Carnatic in 17X0. This valiant soldier mustered 
his strength by silently taking oppoiinnllx I'f confusion in the Maratl' i 
affairs after Madhavrao's death in 1772. He regained his lo^i p^js^cssioi'.s 
from the Marathas. He annexed Bcllarv in 177.S, sacked Sav.inoiir in 
1776 and by 1778 his kingdom was ey.tended iipto the Kislivi river. 
H-istings did not sec an> thing wrong in Haidar's recont|ijeriny his lost 
territory. But the problem came to a head when the Anglo-f-Vcnch w.-.r 
broke out in Europe in I77‘y. Haidar Ali video with the Inench. and olv 
t*l to the Company's occupation of Mahe'*-’. Both the Madras Go' crnm; nl 
and Fort William Board made several frnitk"‘S ailenipts to arpease hiiv.. 
In July 1780 he marched through the rheneama Pass into the C'arnatic. 
A trail of devastation was left along hi' miircb". 

The Government of Fort St. Gcinge hardiv prepared to meet 

Haidar’s attack. Its army of 8,000 men commanded hv Sir Ihclrr Munro 
was stationed at widely separated places. He repulsed an attack n.f Tipu 
and a contingent of the Maratha cavalry. Rut Haidar inlcrposf d Ins trooos 
between those of Baillic and Munro. On 6 September 1780 Baillic’s troops 
were completely annihilated. l.ate in 17S0 Arcof iell to Haida.r^’.

The Carnatic and Tanjorc 

In 1773, the Madras Government conquered Tanjoiv for Nawah 
Muhammad Ali of Arcct. Tuljaji. the ruler of Tanjorc was tltrown ihtt^ 
orison. The Court of Directors sensed somethinL^ shady into the matter and 
Mispended Alexander Wynch. the G(»vernor of .Madras. Wvnch was

Twjore to TuijajP". This annoyed Muhammad AJi who also took excep- 
tibn to the Court’s directly communicating with Tuljaji whom the former 
claimed to be his vassal. 

Muhanimad Ali’s real problem was his debts. Like the Nawab Vazir 
ui Oudh his subsidy fell in arrears. His private debts were mounting up 
and large assignments of land revenue could iU-afford to lighten this burden. 
Loss of Tanjore added to the problems of meeting his monetary oMigadons 
to the Com^ny. He suggested two alternatives : cither Tanjore should 
be given back to him or he should be exempted from all financial cAliga- 
tkms to the Company. He also asked for .appointment of a commission for 
sett^ certain disputes with Tuljaji.^^ The Board did nothing beyond asking 
Tuljaji to pay to the Nawab the amount the latter had defrayed on Tanjore 
and blowing the Nawab to repossess the districts of Marava and 
Sivaganga*'*. 


VIII 

Affairs at I'ort St. George 

Hie Madras Government was an abode of corruption and incompetence. 
The Nawab of Arcot was forced by his financial plight and indebtedness- to 
borrow money from the Company’s servants at hi^ rates of interest. This 
became a source of profit even for some members of the Council. Some 
of them were lending money to the Nawab at 60 per cent on the mortgage 
of the revenue of l^anjore. 

Lord Pigot's appointment as Governor in December 1775 struck a note 
of discord in the presidency. He provoked a stilT opposition by his Tanjore 
deals and intention of doing away with corruption. The situation proved 
(xirticulhrly challenging for him when Sr Robert Fletcher, Commander-in- 
Cliief of me Madiu Army, disputed the Governor’s order appointing 
Colonel James Stuart to command troops at Tanjore**. The Governor ordered 
arre-st of Fletcher and suspension and arrest of two other members of the 
Council. He also refused to admit Faul Beniield’s claim of 23 lakhs of 
rupees on the revenue of Tanjore for the money the latter had lent to 
Nawab Muhanimad Ali. All these led to Pigot’s personal misfortune. On 24 
Apgust 1776 die old Governor was taken prisoner by Lieutenant Colonel 
James Eidington and Captain Christopher Lysaught under the majority's 
orders. He was sent to St. Thomas’s Mount as a captive and kept in the 
custody of Major Matthew Horne of the artillery. Pigot’s reporting to the 
Board of his wrongful confinement was of no avail**. On the contrary, the 
Board approved the action of the majority led by George Stratton and 
recognised their title atid authority to govern the Presidency of Fort St. 
George**.

Pigot, whoK 
appeal was turned down by tbe Board, requested Hughes to secure his 
release-'*''. Stratton and his government opined that Pigot's release would 
mean both foreign and domestic troubles*^. The Government of Bombay 
were reprimanded 1^ Stratton and the Fort William Board as they 
questioned the propriety of Lord Pigot’s arrest-'”'. In May 1777 Pigot died 
in captivity and passed bevond all contnwersy and disgrace*". 

IX 

There had been some matters of moment among the plethora of events 
of this period. The Board saw with satisfaction the destruction of the Jat 
power in Bundelkhand brought about byMirzaNnjaf Khan, a reputed soldier 
in the Mughal army. It cleared a zone of troubles and uncertainty along the 
borders of Oudh. The Board’s exorbitant demand of tribute from Raja 
Chait Singh of Benares had already been making the situation at Benares 
uneasy. The scare of French attack, reported Magh depredations in the 
south-eastern parts of Bengal, minor commercial disputes with the Dutch and 
the Danes and controversy on jurisdiction between the Nizamat of 
Bengal and the Supreme Court of Calcutta were among the developments 
worth mentioning.
